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New Shifted Transfer on 
Thirty Cent Stamp 


7 an is perhaps the most remarkable 
shifted transfer on any U. S. stamp has 

recently been discovered on the current 
30c Buffalo Stamps. Scott lists a shift on this 
stamp but not this one. The newly discovered 
shift is on the right hand side of the stamp, the 
word POSTAGE being doubled and the shift 
showing plainly in the figure 30 and below the 
edge of the frame line. The shift is so clear 
and distinct that it is readily seen without a glass 
and is, we believe, the most pronounced shift 
that has appeared on U. S. stamps. 

The shift appears on the 52nd stamp of Plate 
Number 16065, upper right pane. That is the 
sheet with the margins and plate numbers at the 
top side and right side of the sheet. It is the 
second stamp in the sixth row, counting across 
the sheet from left to right.

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The Association For 
Stamp Exhibitions 


HE Association for 
Stamp _ Exhibitions 
was incorporated Feb- 
ruary 9, 1912, for the 
main purpose of hold- 
ing the International 
Exhibition in New 
York in 1913. 

Its charter, however, through the 
vision of its founders was drawn a 
little more broadly and the prin- 
cipal objects for which the corpor- 
ation was formed, are given as 
follows: “for the purpose of es- 
tablishing and holding public ex- 
hibitions of postage stamps; of 
encouraging and developing the 
study of philately; of advancing 
the general knowledge of kindred 
subjects and to that end, of fur- 
nishing- popular instruction, and 
that the territory in which the op- 
erations of the corporation are to 
be principally conducted, is the 
United States of America.” 





There were originally thirty di- 
rectors, ten of whom were to be 
elected each year for a period of 
three years, and it might be of in- 
terest to publish the list with the 
period of service: 


One year—J. P. Benkard, J. B. 
Chittenden, C. H. Eagle, A. Hat- 
field, Jr., J. A. Klemann, J. B.

Of these thirty directors, there 
are ten who have been active con- 
tinuously in the affairs of the As- 
siation from the very beginning, 
nine have resigned and eleven have 
died.

The first business of the Asso- 
ciation was to hold an Internation- 
al Exhibition in New York City 
from October 27th to November 
lst, 1913. Ths was the first ex- 
hibition of its kind held in New 
York, and the stamps were dis- 
played on the third, fourth and 
fifth floors of the Engineering So- 
cieties Building, approximately 70,- 
000 square feet of floor space. 

The stamps were shown under 
glass in 516 frames, 40 by 60 inch- 
es, a total of approximately 8,570 
square feet, and there were 181 
exhibitors with a total number of 
331 exhibits. 

The success of this exhibition 
was most marked and the visitors, 
especially those from abroad who 
were accustomed to international 
exhibitions, stated that they had 
never seen an exhibition like it. 

The total cost of the exhibition 
was $10,886.89. 

At the close of the exhibition 
the officers and directors decided 
that it would be well to continue 


1912- 


the organization, and in order to 
put it on a continuing basis, the 
constitution was amended and the 
dues were fixed at $1 annually. 
The record shows that there were 
749 members enrolled prior to the 
exhibition, and by the time of the 
annual meeting in March, 1915, 
this number had dropped to 1385 
active members; after that, the 
membership increased slowly, till 
in 1924 the number stood at 195. 

Late in 1924 plans were laid for 
the 1926 International Exhibition 
in New York, and at the time of 
the annual meeting in March, 1925, 
papers were filed with the New 
York State Department, increasing 
the number of directors from thir- 
ty to forty-five and the change 
was made in the by-laws, increas- 
ing the dues from $1 to $2 an- 
nually. 

With the exhibition in view a 
drive for members was made and 
the record showed 915 members at 
the time of the exhibition. 

The exhibition of 1926 was with- 
out doubt the largest and most 
successful  philatelic exhibition 
held anywhere in the world even 
to this time. The program was a 
most ambitious one, but every ob- 
stacle was overcome by the offi- 
cers and the Exhibition Commit- 
tee, and the success of the exhibi- 
tion was more than merited. 


The entire fourth floor of the 
Grand Central Palace with over 
30,000 square feet of floor space 
was secured for the entire period 
of October 16th to 23rd, 1926, and 
in this vast space were placed 
1024 frames on easels, each frame 
4 feet wide by 5 feet high, mak- 
ing a total of 20,480 square feet 
of exhibition surface. The labor in- 
volved in planning this exhibition, 
making the easels and frames, pro- 
curing the glass and other neces- 
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sities was colossal, but as great as 
this undertaking was, the task of 
mounting the exhibits properly 
without injury, cannot be con- 
ceived by anyone who has not un- 
dertaken or tried to do this work. 
There were 286 exhibitors with a 
total of 650 exhibits. The total cost 
of the exhibition was $74,230.88. 
While the charter of the associa- 
tion states that the purpose of es- 
tablishing and holding exhibitions 
was one of the principal objects 
for which the corporation was 
formed among other things, and 
that the territory in which the op- 
erations of the corporation are to 
be principally conducted, is the 
United States of America, the as- 
sociation has supported both phila- 
telically and financially every im- 
portant exhibition held both in the 
United States and abroad. Its ac- 
tivities in this regard have been 
practically universal as the foreign 
list includes exhibitions at Lon- 
don, Toronto, Montreal, Monaco, 
Durban, Strasbourg, Melbourne, 
Havre, Danzig, Barcelona, Algiers, 
Antwerp, Montevideo, Amster- 
dam and Berlin, while its support 
has been given to American exhi- 
bitions at Cleveland, St. Louis, Ta- 
coma, Oakland, Harrisburg and 
others of smaller independent na- 
ture, but quite liberally to the an- 
nual A. P. S. exhibitions, the first 
of which recently showed such 
marked success at Minneapolis and 
the second coming soon in Boston. 
It will be remembered that in 
1925 the Board of Directors was 
increased to forty-five and the 
present board, with date of elec- 
tion, is constituted as follows:

The strip of paper is pasted on 
the parcel just as a stamp would 
be, is not postmarked, as the in- 
scription takes care of that, and is 
saw-toothed perforated at both 
ends. It evidently comes in rolls 
and is printed and torn off just 
as sealing tape is used in many 
grocery stores. The paper on which 
it is thus printed is white, with 
a faint gray overprint in design 
bearing the words “Canada Post- 
age” and the crown and maple 
leaf. Mr. Robert Gordon submit- 
ted this specimen. 


SWEDEN 


The two new air post stamps 
forecast in the May 17th issue are 
at hand. These are of 10 and 50 
ore denominations, the 10 ore being 
a deep blue, the 50 a dark violet. 
A fine bit of engraving, as they 
give an almost perfect impression 
of a plane flying by night over the 
town hall at Stockholm. The usu- 
al simplicity of design and per- 
fection of detail found in Swedish 
stamps. 

They are on unwatermarked pa- 
per, printed in horizontal coils of 
100, with a guide line (vertical) 
every 12th stamp. Perforated 10 
vertically. I have a pair of the 
50 ore with the guide line and 
paste-up coincident, but examina- 
tion of several strips of fifty failed 
to show another paste-up so their 
period of occurrence is uncertain, 
certainly rather scarce. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


ld scarlet Type Al, perforated 
12%. This unheralded variety I 
picked up from a local dealer to- 
day who bought them in a vertical 
strip of forty with a paste-up every 
10th stamp. No plausible expla- 
nation so far, as it is perforated 
on all sides, precluding the possi- 
bility of being a coil. Evidently 
a new variety however, because 
the only perforation listed by 
Scott is 14 to 14%.

American Air Mail Society 
Convention 


The 1930 Convention of the 
American Air Mail Society will 
convene in Cleveland, Ohio, at the 
Hollenden Hotel on Aug. 28th, 29th 
and 30th, 1930. The Cleveland Air 
Mail Society, Branch No. 3 of the 
AAMS will be the host and as 
you read what has already been 
planned for this gathering of air 
mail enthusiasts, you will agree 
that a real host they will be to 
their guests. 

Air mail stamp and cover collect- 
ing is now firmly entrenched in 
the field of hobbies and has as- 
sumed a very prominent spot in 
the philatelic world. Air mail has 
been the incentive to bringing 
many new collectors into the phila- 
telic fraternity and therefore at 
this time, is able to assume an in- 
dependent place among the branch- 
es of collecting. 

The American Air Mail Society 
is holding its 19380 Convention at 
a time when it has membership 
numbering well over a thousand 
collectors and will therefore be 
able to have a Convention that will 
be equal to that of any of the other 
philatelic societies.

This Exhibition will af- 
ford you a chance to see some of 
the real rarities in the air mail 
stamp and cover hobby and should 
be sufficient incentive for all col- 
lectors to attend the Convention. 

August 28th, the first day of the 
Convention will see the opening of 
the Convention and in the evening 
will be the official reception of the 
Convention attendants. 

August 29th, in the evening will 
be the Convention Banquet which 
promises to be a gala affair, and 


the prominent speakers for which 
will be announced later. 

August 30th, the last day of the 
Convention, will see in the after- 
noon all of the delegates on a trek 
to Akron, Ohio, for an official visit 
and inspection of the new Navy 
Dirigible ZRS No. 4 and recently 
named “The Akron.” It is well 
to bear in mind that only at spe- 
cial times and in special groups 
are persons permitted to see this 
huge ship under construction. This 
is a treat that no one interested in 
airmail covers should miss. Just 
a warning, if any of the delegates 
to the Convention are not American 
Citizens, it will be necessary for 
them to secure a special permit 
from the Navy Dept. at Washing- 
ton, D. C., before they will be 
permitted inside the grounds hous- 
ing the the ZRS No. 4. This is 
a naval regulation which of course 
has no exceptions. In the evening, 
of this same day will see an Air 
Mail Stamp.and Cover Auction un- 
der the guidance of that peer of 
auctioneers, Donald E. Dickason 
and it is planned to have in this 
auction some real covers for the 
fans to bid upon. 

The balance of the time will be 
used for business sessions of the 
Society which are indeed very im- 
portant and should be well attend- 
ed by members of the Society. Our 
officers and directors will not know 
what is the opinion of the majority 
of the members of the society un- 
less it is asserted and at the Con- 
vention is the best time to express 
any matters of policy regarding 
the Society. 

That looks fairly good doesn’t 
it? But that’s not all. All the mem- 
bers should plan to bring their 
wives and family with them as the 
Cleveland Air Mail Society has 
several lady members which are 
planning plenty of entertainment 
for the ladies all during the Con- 
vention. 

Just a word about the Cleveland 
Air Mail Society, host to AAMS 
during this Convention. This so- 
ciety is one year old, in June 1930, 
has over one hundred members, 
all active collectors and over seven- 
ty-five per cent of which are ac- 
tive in the interests of the society.

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San Francisco Stamp Society’s 
First Annual Stamp Exhibit 


By EVERETT ERLE 


Promptly at 6 p. m. the doors of 
the Sharon room of the Palace 
Hotel were thrown open to the 
eager and expectant gathering of 
stamp collectors and their friends. 
And their expectations were fully 
realized. For this, the First regu- 
lar postage stamp exhibition of the 
San Francisco Stamp Society was 
an exhibit of which the officers 
and members of the Society were 
justly proud. 


The committe had worked long 
into the night arranging and 
mounting the frames and now 
everything was in its place. Ex- 
tending the length of the room 
were two rows of easels with 
frames—two high—on each side. 


The first frames to greet the eye 
were those of the Oakland Phila- 
telic Society, Golden Gate Precan- 
cel Society, The Boeing Air Trans- 
port and the San Francisco Stamp 
Society. The O. P. S. frame con- 
tained the various “locals” which 
the society has issued for its an- 
nual banquets, together with the 
philatelic menus and place cards. 
The G. G. P. S. showed a frame of 
precancels exemplary of the So- 
ciety’s activity. The types of award 
ribbons made up the display of 
the S. F. S. S. Each frame also 
contained notices of dates of meet- 
ing for each society. 

Following these were the air- 
mails—stamps and covers. A hasty 
view of these showed many of the 
outstanding rarities. Included were 
the following: The Ecuador Offi- 
cial with inverted overprint (An 
unusual happening in an Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company print- 
ing); Guatemala double overprint 
in two colors; a block of eight of 
the 40c Mexico air week; blocks 
of the Curacao airmails; a set of 
the recent and rare Honduras over- 
prints; as well as many other not- 
able airmail issues. In covers there 
were many C. A. M. and Dedica- 
tions—including some very attrac- 
tive Japanese first flights and some 
foreign. 

Wells Fargo and other Express 
covers were represented to the tune 
of $25,000; U. S. proofs and essays 
were in evidence also. In U. S 
Colonies Mr. Schwabacher’s frames 
of complete sheets of Hawaiians 
was outstanding. 

A list of the prize winners will 
not be amiss: 

In 19th Century U. S., Mr. A 
H. Wilhelm received first award 
with H. Loeb and A. Swart, re- 


ee second and third respective- 
y. 

Mr. Fred _— past-president of 
the S. F. S. S., was given first 
award in the 20th Century U. S. 
section and Mr. Ragsdale received 
second award. Mr. O. F. Braeck- 
lin of Los Angeles, received a first 
award for his exhibition of P. P. 
I. E. issue of the U. S., which in- 
cluded the approved designs accom- 
panied by the signature of approv- 
al of the Postmaster General. In- 
cluded was a fine block of the 
scarce lake shade of the 2c variety. 

In U. S. Revenues Mr. Ed. 
Smith received first award and Mr. 
Harry E. Gray, Editor of the West 
Coast Column of Gossip, second. 

W. R. Parker received first 
award for Western Franks and his 
exhibit was judged one of the out- 
standing ones of the exhibition. 
Mr. G. M. Hackett of Palo Alto 
was second with a fine array of 
Express covers included. Mr. F. 
Dewitt’s frame with California 
City Letter Express, on cover, to- 
gether with covers with Alta Ex- 
press and the Vigilante stamps on 
cover. 

In Proofs and Essays Mr. A. H. 
Wilhelm was given first award, and 
Julius Loeb received first award 
for his Confederate stamps. There 
was not much competition in these 
two classes. 

In U. S. Possessions Mr. J. H. 
Schwabacher’s frames of complete 
sheets of Hawaiians easily won 
first award, with Alexander Dul- 
fer’s Hawaiians receiving second 
place. L. ©. Muller’s frames of 
Canal Zone, well written up, was 
awarded third place. 

A frame of Penny Blacks, to- 
gether with some outstanding Brit- 
ish, including a superb used spec- 
imen of the 5—No. 187, won first 
award for Mr. H. Alston, while 
his frame of Mulready Envelopes 
was given second award. 

Mr. J. Hyman of the Pacific 
Stamp Society exhibited frames of 
Canada which won for him his 
first award. 

In British Colonial section Mr. 
H. Perry (Irish Free State); Mr. 
Charlie Arp (Cape Triangles) and 
Mr. L. Levy were given first, sec- 
ond and third awards, respectively. 

European Countries: C. Arp, 
first; I. Frohmann, second; and § 
Hertzmann third. 

Charlie Arp was given another 
first award in Section D. for his 
frames of ist issues of South 
America, while Paul Dulfer’s spe- 
cialized collection of Chile won for 
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him second place, third award go- 
ing to H. Wiener for frames of 
Mexican rarities. 

Mr. W. A. H. Connor’s special- 
ized collection of the first issues 
of Japan was awarded first place 
in Senior Class of this division, 
while Jack Hughes Samoa, special- 
ized won first place for him in the 
Junior class. 

In airmail stamps Mr. F. M. 
Farrar received first award; Mr. 
H. Muth, second, while in airmail 
covers, Mr. E. Earle received first 
award for a frame of foreign cov- 
ers; Mr. M. Michaels, second for a 
frame of Dedication covers and 
Mr. T. Shimomura, third for a fine 
frame of Japanese covers. 

Section G—Specialized issue— 
Dr. K. M. Day’s 10¢ 1859-68 won 
for him first award; H. Marcus, 
second with his Danish West In- 
dies and W. Wilson third for his 
specialized Switzerland issue. 

Mr. Zachorek’s Germany, spe- 
cialized according to use, won for 
him first award in this class, while 
H. Sandberg’s frames of 3c 1851, 
won first place for him in Special- 
ized according to cancellations. 
Mr. E. Erle’s frame of the U. S. 
Hawaiian issue on covers from out 
of-the-way points—Haiti, Cuba, 
ete., was awarded second place. 

Parker received another first 
award for the Historical Subject 
Class, with J. C. Adams and R. 
Lockwood receiving second and 
third awards. 

In Precancels, Parker Haydon 
received first award for his Bureau 
Prints; E. Wernstrom, second for 
his S. F. precancels and J. Schmerl 
third. 

In group five, Mr. Stahn’s 
frames of oddities, varieties, and 
the like received first award, A. 
Anderberg’s well written up col- 
lection, with reference to the de- 
signs of stamps received second 
award and Mr. Erle’s frame of 
covers from “Outposts of the 
World” (Tristan da Cunha and 
Byrd’s Little America) received 
third award. 

Bertram H. W. Poole’s frames 
“An Impression of Modernistic 
Philately” was given a first award 
and the following were also given 
first awards: B. Mitchell for his 
frame of Congo, inverts and errors; 
and Leon Munier for a frame of 
counterfeits. 

There were special awards for 
the school exhibitors also, the fol- 
lowing schools being represented: 
Lick-Wilmerding, Mission High, 
John Swett Union High and Madi- 
son School. Lloyd Logan was 
given a special award for having 
the most artistic exhibit.

CATALOGUE 





The Hoover Brothers have just 
issued a new edition of the 
Mitchell-Hoover Bureau Precancel 
Catalogue, thus bringing it as near 
up to date as was possible. Collec- 
tors who follow these stamps will 
doubtless be glad of an opportuni- 
ty to acquire this new book and 
thus keep up on price changes, 
etc. 

Speaking of the matter of price 
changes, there is every reason why 
a regular feature on changes of 
price should be made a part of the 
listing of these issues. It so fre- 
quently happens with precancels 
that when a stamp is priced at 
some substantial figure that vari- 
ous parties acquire quantities of 
this particular stamp in ways that 
are familiar to all and in ways 
that are pceuliar to the precancel 
hobby alone. Some method of cut- 
ting these figures quickly in print, 
should be devised by the catalogue 
publishers. As the matter is now 
handled the parties bringing out 
these certain stamps are allowed 
to hawk them about for a matter 
of six months or so and then when 
every collector has been supplied 
the new catalog comes along and 
cuts the price to what it should be, 
thus making a “sour grapes” dose 
for precancels. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News will 
volunteer to print price changes on 
Bureau Print Precancels as often 
as the publishers of the catalog 
will supply them. Thus there is 
nothing left except for the pub- 
lishers either to maintain their 
present system or to give collec- 
tors quick information on these 
hoards of sleepers. 

To one who works with Bureau 
Prints for.a brief time it soon be- 
comes apparent that the really in- 
teresting part of the material is 
the coil pairs. The present plan 
of pricing these varieties is of no 
value and we hope to see a definite 
plan worked out for a regular 
method of pricing these varieties 
on a basis of their actual scarcity.

MORE ZEPP NEWS 





A couple of weeks ago one of 
our subscribers who is somewhat 
of a wit, rushed us the informa- 
tion that there was an error on 
the new U. S. Zeppelin stamps, he 
stated that the word Graf had the 
final T missing. Curious enough, 
after we printed this little fling at 


the stamps, we had several in- 
quiries from readers who seriously 
asked us if the omission of the 
letter T was actually an error. 

In Germany, Graf is correct but 
it seems that there would be little 
difficulty in showing that this last 
trip of the big gas bag could prop- 
erly be labeled “Graft Flight” and 
the name would fit very well. 

We understand that Uncle Sam- 
uel’s share out of the $2.60 stamps 
is just 42 cents. From Brazil we 
learn that a special air mail stamp 
for this flight was also prepared 
and that when the big balloon was 
in Brazil the Zeppelin authorities 
charged admission to the grounds 
over which it manouvered or land- 
ed. Sixty cents for standing room 
in nearby fields to as high as $3.60 
for admission to the fields. 

The flight was played up like a 
circus coming to town, all over 
the route and the rake-off that the 
Zeppelin Company got must have 
been quite heavy. 


ESPERANTO STAMPS 





Word has been received by the 
National Secretary of the Esper- 
anto language movement that the 
government of Lichtenstein is is- 
suing a series of official pictorial 
post-cards with descriptive text in 
Esperanto. Lichtenstein is a small 
but picturesque principality, tucked 
away in the mountains between 
Switzerland and Austria.

THE STAMPIC BACKGROUND 
Mulford’s Stamp News Service 


The death of former president 
Taft occurred on March 8, 1930. 
William Howard Taft, who served 
as Supreme Court Justice at the 
time of his passing, will hencefor- 
ward soon be visioned on a current 
postage stamp. 


The Dominican Republic has a 
new government, as a result of a 
five-day revolution in February. 
Cause: Stand of President Vas- 
quez to run for re-election; result: 
his overthrow and the inauguration 
of a new executive March 4, Gen- 
eral Urena. 


Haiti has strongly protested 
against an American High Com- 
missioner directing its affairs, and 
against American occupation. If 
American Marines are withdrawn, 
it will mean the end of Marine 
cancellations on letters from Haiti. 


Peru has approved the adoption 
of a new monetary unit, the gold 
sol, 40-cent valuation in American 
money, which replaces the Peru- 


vian pound (exchange value of 
which was $4). 


What the effect of the arrest of 
Mahatma Gandhi will have in In- 
dia is not known. It would be in- 
teresting to philatelists to follow 
trends over there if India was 
granted or obtained a new govern- 
mental status—which would mean 
different postage. 





The resignation of Primo de 
Rivera, dictator of Spain, did not 
cause any tremendous ripple in 
that land, and the government re- 
mains a kingdom, though for a 
time it was believed a revolution 
would ensue as a result of the re- 
signation. However, there seems 
to be an increasing desire for a 


republic. General Berenguer was 
selected as premier to succeed 
Rivera. 


England, the Hejaz and Nejd 
have reached amicable relation- 
ships, and the three nations will 
exchange ambassadors, and each 
recognize the independence of the 
others. This is a progressive step, 
as Hejaz and Nejd had previously 
been unfriendly.
